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Not Without Guilt 


OMING down to brass tacks, blame for the crime wave 





C Los Angeles, and in other cities in which the forces of evil 
have reached a new high water mark during the past two 

years, lie at the door of the non-voting citizen who neglects 
to make hiimself heard and felt on election day. 

The forces of disorder know the value of votes, if the forces of 
order do not. While 40 @> 60 per cent of law-abiding citizens remain 
away from the polls, the possible five per cent controlled by the 
powers that prey, holding the balance of power, go into the market 
and make their bargain. This bargain is for privilege and protec- 
tion: privilege to break laws and ordinances and protection against 
the consequences, so far as those consequences are politically con- 
trolled through the party in power. 

The candidates in whose interest these bargains are made by 
managers, benechmen and heelers, need not, and generally do not 
have specific cognizance of them before election, or soon afterward. 
All they need do is to coneur in certain administrative arrangements 
worked out beforehand on general lines. Commen gratitude, and 
the unwritten law of machine politics, make such candidates, whea 
elected, the tools of those who elected them, so far as rewards and 
punishments £9. 

With anything like a full vote pulled, this situation could hardly 
exist. A candidate with any backbone could well afford to forego 
any negotiations with the anti-social forces, and to serve notice on 
them that no bids would be offered for their support, or payment, 
made if such support should be volunteered, | 

3ut as matters now stand, the absentee vote makes the con- 
trolled and venal vote an important, if not a decisive faction in 
results. Practical politicians therefore bid for it, and pay for it. 
And, in effect, the real influence in the administration is net the 
95 per cent of the registration, but the possible 5 per cent that 
votes,—for a consideration, unitedly and as a matter of business. 


What happens when a bargain has been struck and the goods 
delivered, is this. The word goes out through crookdom, by under- 
ground, that the lid is off in Minneapolis, St. Louis, Los Angeles, 
or whatever city is concerned, The wise birds inform their fellow- 
grafters, grifters and gonophs as to the lay of the land :—what will 
be permitted, and what not. 

On the police force the whisper filters down to “lay off’? this 
and that—and the other. It is also discovered that the real chief 
of the department, so far as promotions and transfers and other 
matters of department routine go, is someone other than the man 
who wears the badge of the office. The patrolman who wants to 
do his duty shrugs his shoulders, and walks warily because of hie 
family and his prospective pension: he has been through it all be- 
fore: all he can do is to avoid getting in bad by being uselessly 
over-zealous,—uselessly, because he knows by bitter experience that 
the eards will be stacked against him if he interferes with the privi- 
leged pets of the new regime, and that he will hear from it later in 
demotion, transfer, fines, calling on the earpet and other disciplinary 
measures. The erooks, of whom a proportion exists in any large 
body of men, come to the front and get theirs. Things go from bad 
to worse, and there is a ‘‘crime wave,’’ due, according to the spokes- 
men of the administration to any cause and every cause, except the 
real cause,—callous trading of the cities security in life and property 
and in good name by professional politicians for the controlled vote 
on which the election hinged, thanks to the indifference of the 40 
to 60 per cent of citizens who did not vote at all. 

The only real remedy for the sittiation when it develops thus, is 
an aroused public opinion that demands, and gets, action —Riverside 
Enterprise.

Reforesting Movement 
Grows—Lumber Cos. Plant 
With the growth of the refor- 
esting movement in all parts of 
the state, large lumber and pulp 
companies are establishing nur- 
series of their own. There are 
already several of these private 
nurseries in Northern New York 
that will have a eapacity from 
100,000 to a million trees a year. 
The St. Regis Paper Company 
now has in its nurseries 1,200,000 
one-year-old trees, 1,000,000 two- 
year-olds, and 1,000,000 three- 
year-olds. It proposes to plant 
four-year-olds, and beginning 
fnext year will be able to plant 
a million trees a year from its 
own nursery. . The Brooklyn Co- 
operage Company is already 
planting from its own nursery, 
this year’s output being 177,000 
trees. When the nursery is in 
full operation the yearly output 
will be 450,000. The Santa Cara 
Lumber Company has a nursery 
that will supply it with 100,000 
trees a year when in full opera- 
tion and other industrial con- 
cerns are preparing to raise their 
own trees. By having their own 
nurseries these companies are as- 
sured of a steady supply of young 
trees of just the variety and age 
that they want at all times. in- 
stead of being dependent upon 
the state nurseries, which by rea- 
son of the rapidly increasing in- 
terest in reforesting in all sec- 
tions of the state and among all 
classes of people, find it increas- 
jingly difficult to keep_on hand a 
supply of young trees sufficient 
to meet all demands.

TO EX-SERVIGE MEN 


Foreign born

yet naturalized have an opportunity 
to become American Citizens until 


March 38, 1924, without fulfilling re- 
quirements as to residence over a 
definite period of time. This informa- 
tion has led officials of the American 
Legion to urge all Americanism of- 
ficers to lend their assistance to 
those aliens who served honorably, 
but through ignorance, have not yet 
applied for citizenship. About 50,000 
of such veterans are eligible. 

Bureau of Naturalization officials 
had advised legion leaders that a 
total of 270,000 men were naturalized 
while in service, and that 80,000 have 
since taken out papers. Under the 
law, an honorable discharge and two 
witnesses who are citizens to iden- 
tify the applicant is sufficient proof. 
No charge is made for naturalization. 
Specific cases may be presented to 
the commissioner of naturalization 
through post Americanization officers 
of the Legion. 

Cornelius Vanderbilt, Jr., a world 
war veteran himself, has sent word 
to Los Angeles ex-service men through 
the American Legion that the columns 
of his new morning paper will be 
open to their use. He says that 
the men of the World War will be 
the one force to recruit American 
sentiment, American ideals, American 
standards, and that the lessons of 
the war must not be lost. The 
policy of the publication is to be 
one of Americanism, and former 
soldiers will be given preference in 
employment.

Preparations for handling informa- 
tion for motorists on the Snake Dance 
to be held by the Hopi Indians of 
Arizona, August 24th, 25th, have been 
completed by the various touring in- 
formation bureaus of the Auto Club 
of Southern California. 

About three days should be allowed 
for motoring parties to reach the 
scene of the Snake Dance from the 
southern parts of California, says the 
club. 

This year the Snake Dance will be 
held at the Indian village of Hota- 
ville, located in the Hopi Reservation, 


and can be reached over fairly good 
automobile roads. All motoring par- 
ties should carry camping equipment 
and. supplies as no accommodations 


are provided at any of the Indian 
villages. 
Flagstaff, Winslow, and Holbrook, 


all in Arizona, are points of departure 
for the Indian villages to the north. 


Hotaville is approximately 125 miles 
of Flagstaff and is near 
the larger villages of Walpi and 
Oraibi. The roads from any of the 
points of departure mentioned lead 
through the picturesque Painted Des- 
ert and offer fairly good conditions, 
according to the club touring bureau. 

Opportunity is offered for visiting 
motorists to inspect the Cliff Dwell- 
ings near Flagstaff and the Petrified 
Forests south of Holbrook or south 
of Adamana, a small station on the 
National Old Trails just east of Hol- 
brook.
